BONDED WINERY IS RAIDED 


Officers. Pour 3800 Gallons of Excess Liquor in El 
Monte Sewers; Owner F ined $500 


A total of 3800 gallons of age-mellowed wine flowed in the gutters 
of Ei Monte yesterday (and El Monte is only a smal! place.) 

Nine hundred gallons, the amount Antonio Merlo had a permit 
to make and possess, was placed under Internal Revenue Bureau 
locks and seals in Merlo’s warehouse and Merlo went before a Puente 
Nice of the peace, pleaded guilty to illegal possession of liquor and 


was fined $500. 


These, with the arrest of Mrs. 


Merlo and the arrest of a man 
named Duasti, said to be owner of 
the Los Nietos Social Club, were 
the results of a raid and investi- 
gation made by county investigat- 
ors and internal ue agents at 
Merlo’s bonded winery. The raid 
was the second within a month at 
bonded wineries, of which there 
are thirty-five in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles. 

H. W. Riley, internal 
agent, visited the winery on a 
hunch Monday, he said.

M. M. Richardson, A. R. Munson 
and George county investi- 
gators, and resu began’ to fol- 


low quickly. 

Merio’s Federal permit, ac- 
cording to Riley, allows him to 
make and4ell to such as have the 
right to buy it, 900 gallons of wine 
a . These 900 gallons were 
found intact in the warehouse. In 
a basement underneath the chicken 
house, which had no apparent en- 
trance. there were two big barrels 
containing 200 gallons more; bér- 
led in the chicken yard were 600 
quart bottles of wine, and two oth- 

big vats containing wine were 
idden beneath a pile of brush, ac- 
cording to the officers. 

The officers arrested Duasti as 
an illegal buyer of wine, and he 
was taken to jall at Long Beach. 
On Merlo's plea of guilty Mrs. Mer- 
lo was released. 

Charges of making wine in ex- 
ces of the amount permitted may 
be made against Merlo in the Fed- 
eral court.

Since you think you are such an 
expert suppose you tell us what 
we should have done.” 

Mr. McKee replied that it was 
unlawful to grant jobs costing more 
than $500 without open bidding. 
Mr. Kibele said it was not, under 
the circumstances, and asked City 
Attorney Clyde Leach for his opin- 

Mr. Leach replied that to his 
mind the proceedings were in vio- 
lation of the city charter and that 
other concerns should have had a 
chance to bid on the repairs to 

the barge. To which Mr. Richards 
said that “perhaps it would be just 
as Well not to have anything in the 
newspapers about it.”
